NEXICANS SLAIN BY 


AMERICAN TROOPS 


Dead ly Battle On the Bord er 


Near Doug las. 


El Paso, Tex ., March 3.—On th e in­ 
ternational line near Douglas, Ariz., a 
battle was fough t Sunday 
between 
a band of Mex icans anti United States 
troops. 
W h eth er th e Mex icans were 
soldiers or bandits is not known, but 
it is believed th at th ey were a band of 
th e M ay torena rebels of Sonora, wh o 
h ave declared th em selves against th e 
new H uerta government in Mex ico. 
Th ree American troopers of th e Ninth 
United States cavalry (negroes) wh o 
were guarding th e line, sigh ted th e 
Mex icans, about forty or fifty in num­ 
ber, and rode tow ard th em to ascer­ 
tain if th ey were in Mex ico or th e 
United States, as th ere is noth ing to 
m ark th e boundary ex cept monuments 
about every mile. 
As th e American 
soldiers reach ed th e Mex icans, th e 
Mex icans fired at th em. 
Hearing th e 
sh ots, th irteen comrades of th e Amer­ 
icans came to th eir aid and sent a 
courier to Douglas, about two miles 
away , to notify th e squadron com­ 
mander. 
Soon th e six teen American 
troopers were reinforced by two full 
troops of cavalry and sh ots were ex ­ 
ch anged for several minutes at a dis­ 
tance of about 1,000 y ards. 
Finally 
th e Mex icans were driven off. 
An investigation sh owed six of th eir 
num ber were killed by bullets of th e 
American troops. 
Th e encounter caused great ex cite­ 
ment at Douglas and th e citizens of 
th e town h astily armed th emselves 
and rush ed out* to join th e American 
cavalry , but few of th em reach ed th e 
scene in time to participate before th e 
Mex icans h ad fled.
